The invention described in claim 6 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
documents 1 and 3. Document 1 describes a video launching server that oversees the progress of a i 
network game obtaining the IP address of a user's video game device and giving notice of this to other 
user s video game device (see, in particular. Par. No. [0021]). In network games, overseeing the 
progress of games and synchronization of sound effects are general matters and a party skilled in the 
at can ^lopnately select whether the sound effect stored in a cUent should be played by a command 
from the server or the sound effect itself should be sent from the server to the cUent and played by the 
receivmg client, in Ught of the fact that document 3 describes the technical concept of sound data 
downloaded via a network being used for video game music. 

|ciaims 1, 3-5 

I A ^® o*^°J^ described in claims 1 and 3-5 do not appear to involve an inventive step based 
on documents 1-3. Document 2 discloses the technical concept of only data downloaded from a pre- 
jregistered IP addresses being accepted. ^ 

Tiierefore, in the video game device described in document 1, employing a constitution such 
Kelrt ^ ^'Snal from a specific partner is received would be easy for a party skilled 

Furthermore, in IP telephones, a constitution for "a synthesis unit synthesizdng restored

1. A method for enabling a network game in which a number of players 
participate by using a terminal unit having .a communication tool enabling an 
IP telephone, wherein an IP address' of each player is put under 
management and communication among multiple players is enabled by 
selectively receiving a telephone message signal including a specific IP 
address.
